CONDITION OF YRADE.

PDuan's Weckly Repor?—Finaneciad Bhowing
sud Fnilures.

New Yomk, Jan. 15— G. Pun &
Ca's Weekly Review of Trade says:
How far the sitaation and prospect may
be changed by the pnssagre of o free
coinage bill by the Senate is as yet
merely 2 metter of conjccture. Re-
ports of the state of trade at differ-
ent points reflect mainly a situation
prioy to that vote and show geperal im-
provement in the volume of business,
easier money market and o more cheer-
ing ontlook. The exports of merchan-
dise heawily excecd imports in value; at
New ¥York for January thus €ar the in-
cregse in esports over last year has
been 21,400,000, or about 12 per cent.
while the imports show a decline of
52,900,000, or about 15 per cent. The
preliminary teports of exports ef
eotton. breadstuffs, provisions, eattle
and petroleum in December weve almost
unprecedented.  Ilence it appears that
the excess of exports in December was
very large in spite of the decline in
movements of breadstuffs, which higher
prices %end to prolong. For the past
weelk with wheat 1c higbep, corn and
oats practically unchanged and cotton
#-16¢ higher, exports of wheat have
besn only about half of last year's, of
flonr less tham a quarter and of corn
only one-eizhth, while the exports of
cotton show u decrease for the week in
spite of an increase in peceipts. Pork
has not changed, but lard and hogs are
lower. ©il is 1} ¢ lower and the specu-
lative markets are generally rather
weak outside of ¢hose above mentioned.

The money markets have goné¢ easier
and banks are sble 20 help customers
more libe ally, but at the East the
diffienity of making commercial loans
has not entirely ceased, though money
on call is very abundant.
